September  8,  1950 t    Defense  Production  Act  of  1950:    Authorized  the  President 
to  establish  a  system  of  priorities  and  allocations  for  materials  and  facilities^ 
authorized  a  requisitioning  thereof;  provided  financial  assistance  fcr  expansion 
of  productive  capacity  and  supply;  provided  for  price  and  wage  stabilization; 
provided  for  the  settlement  of  labor  disputes;  strengthened  controls  over  credil^ 
and  by  these  measures  facilitated  the  production  of  goods  and  services  necessary 
for  national  security,  (PL  774  -  81st  Cong,,  2nd  Session,)    September  9,  1950: 
Executive  Order  10161:    Gave  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  delegation  of 
priority  and  allocation  powers  with  respect  to  food,  domestic  distribution  of 
farm  machinery  and  commercial  fertilizer;  authority  to  requisition;  and 
authority  to  support  productive  capacity  and  supply. 
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
